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CQ!^TirEI'TAL  EURCPEAI"  PRUIT  CROP  PROSPECTS 


Early  provisional  reports  from  the-  chief  surplus  apple  and  pear 


producing  regions  of  the  Continent  indicate  that  budding  of  apple  and 
pear  trees  has  ocen  plentiful,  according  to  a  cphle  from  L.  V.  Steere, 
Agricultural  Attache' at  Berlin.    Apple  and  pear  crops  a.s  a  T^'hole  are 
expected  to  he  smaller  than  the  abundant  crops  of  last  season.  The 
cool  weather  has  generally  delsyed  clossom.ing  sufficiently  to  reduce 
frost  dam.age  to  a  minimun.     In  the  Lake  Constance  region  of  G-erm.any 
apples  are  e>TOected  to  he  about  half  as  large  a  crop  as  last  year. 
G-iven  favorable  weather  the  outturn  majr  be  better  than  anticipated. 
Pears  are  not  expected  to  ?/ield  as  heavily  as  apples.     In  other  parts 
of  C-erm.any  the  apple  and  pear  crop  is  expected  to  be  smaller  th^an  that 
of  last  year.    Early  fruit  in  the  Italian  Tyrol  is  not  expected  to 
produce  a  good  crop  but  a  satisfactory  crop  of  apples  is  in  prospect. 
In  C z e cho s  1  o vald. a  a  good  average  crop  of  apples  is  indicated  from,  pres- 
ent prosTjects.     Early  and  "tinier  pears  are  not  expected  to  produce  av- 
erage crops,  whereas  prospects  for  fall  pears  are  better  and  an  aver- 
age crop  is  anticipated.    Budding  has  been  above  average  in  the  Styria 
district  of  Austria    and  a  large  apple  and  pear  crop  is  in  prospect 
except  in  those  areas  where  the  crop  was  large  last  season.    The  apple 
and  pear  outlook  in  the  Netherlands  is  very  good  judging  by  the  ahan- 
d.ant  bloom  carried  by  the  trees.  Prospects  are  favorable  for  a.  good 
apple  aiid  pear  crop  in  Belgium.    A  norm.al  crop  of  apples  and  pears  is 
expected  in  prance .
